Zook  Genealogy  of  David  Zook  1808-1872  and  Barbara  King  l3l4-l380,  a 
mimeographed  report,  completed  in  1958  by  their  grandson  Leslie  L.  Zook. 
Records  of  the  family  of  Anna  Lantz,  the  mother  of  David,  Jonathan, 
and  Lydia  Zook,  are  included  in  the  Lantz  Genealogy  published  in  193L 
by  Jacob  W.  Lantz  of  Cedar  Springs,  Virginia.  David  and  Jonathan  Zook 
married  sisters,  Barbara  and  Nancy  King.  In  this  publication  only  the 
ancestral  records  of  the  Zook  side  of  the  families  are  given.  No  such 
records  are  available,  at  this  time,  for  the  King  family.

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ANCESTRAL  GENERATIONS 


1.  MORITZ  ZUG  was  born  about  1718  in  the  vicinity  of  Darmstadt  near 
Heidelberg,  Germany.  Well  established  family  tradition  places  him  as  the 
son  of  Johannes  Zug,  and  grandson  of  Hans  Zug,  a  prominent  Mennonite  lead¬ 
er  and  minister  in  Department  of  Berne,  Switzerland,  who  with  six  other 
teachers  and  leading  eiders  of  that  faith  were  incarcerated  in  separate 
prisons  there  and  bitterly  persecuted  because  of  their  religious  faith. 

He  remained  imprisoned  most  of  the  time  from  1659  to  1671  in  which  latter 
year,  on  the  intercession  of  Lord  Eeatus  of  Berne,  they  were  liberated  on 
the  condition  that  they  and  their  followers  would  leave  the  country  and 
never  return.  They  departed  and  settled  in  the  Department  of  Dormstein  in 
the  Palatine,  Germany,  along  the  Rhine  in  the  vicinity  of  Heidelberg, 
where  William,  Prince  of  Orange  had  provided  a  place  of  refuge  for  them  with 
the  assurance  of  protection. 


After  living  nearly  two  generations  in  the  Palatine,  these  Swiss  Mennonites 
were  again  faced  with  the  dire  prospect  of  further  religious  persecution 
by  the  accession  of  a  new  Calvanistic  archduke  of  the  state  in  which  they 
lived.  In  addition  they  refused  to  be  sold  as  soldiers  into  foreign  wars 
in  which  they  had  no  interest,  although  they  were  willing  to  fight  with  the 
rent  of  -the  people  to  defend  their  government,  when  wars  came.  Further, 
the  terrible  ravages  and  desolations  by  the  troops  of  Louis  XIV  under 
Turrenne  were  a  prelude  to  bloody  persecutions.  To  escape  these  conditions 
the  Swiss  Mennonites  and  other  Protestants  migrated  to  America,  where  in 
1706  they  had  made  an  arrangement  with  William  Penn  for  land  in  his  colony 
in  Pennsylvania. 

The  first  members  of  the  Zug  family  to  come  to  America  were  Ulrich  and 
Peter  Zug,  grandsons  of  Hans  Zug,  who  arrived  at  Philadelphia  on  September 
27,  1727*  Their  three  cousins  Moritz,  Christian,  and  Johannes  Zug  arrived 
on  September  21,  17^-2  on  the  ship  Frances  and  Elizabeth,  George  North, 
Master.  With  others  they  were  marched  to  the  Court  House  to  sign  declar¬ 
ations  of  allegiance  and  from  thence  to  Germantown,  a  suburb,  to  await  the 
allotment  of  lands  for  their  future  homes  and  farms. 

Moritz,  Christian,  and  Johannes  Zug  were  alloted  land  in  Berne  Township, 
Lancaster  County,  now  Center  Township,  Berks  County,  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Schuykill  River  between  Irish  Creek  and  Northkill. 

Moritz  Zug  married  about  17^6  but  the  name  of  his  wife  is  not  known.  Seven 
children  were  born  to  them  in  Berks  County,  the  record  of  their  births 
being  written  by  his  own  hand  in  the  German  Luther  Bible  printed  in  Zurich 
in  1589,  which  he  brought  to  America  when  he  came.  This  bible  is  now  in 
the  possession  of  Edgar  T.  Zook,  9^-7  Green  Street,  San  Francisco,  Califor- 
niz,  who  is  a  lineal  descendant  of  Mo;::  i.z  Zug  through  the  following  succes¬ 
sion.  Moritz  Zug  1718-1808;  Jacob  Zug  1757-1829;  John  Zug  1786-1869;  Frank 
Zook  1853-1929;  Edgar  T.  Zook  1882-. 

In  1770,  twenty-eight  years  after  his  arrival  in  America,  Moritz  Zug  moved 
with  his  family  to  West  Wh iteland  Township,  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania, 
where  he  bought  400  acres  of  fine  farm  land  on  which  stood  a  spacious  and 
beautiful  mansion  over  ICO  feet  long,  two  full  stories  high,  with  a  hip¬ 
roof.  The  gable  ends  covered  with  ivy.  The  first  floor  was  supported  with 
hewn  walnut  girders  eight  inches  square.  The  outer  walls  were  of  stone 
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and  two  feet  thick.  The  original  center  section  was  built  by  William  Cwen 
in  1750;  and  the  east  and  west  ends  were  added  at  later  dates.  There  were 
sixteen  rooms  with  an  expansive  south  porch  overlooking  a  very  spacious 
lawn,  beautiful  valley  and  fine  stream  in  the  foreground.  Beyond  these  was 
about  20  acres  of  meadow  bordering  on  what  is  new  the  Lincoln  Highway  about 
25  miles  west  of  Philadelphia  and  a  quarter  of  a  mile  west  of  the  present 
village  of  Extom. 

Moritz,  Christian,  and  Johannes  Zug  came  to  America  without  worldly  possess¬ 
ions  but  they  carried  their  Bibles  under  their  arms.  They  became  prosperous 
farmers.  Their  wives  were  helpmates  and  mothers  willing  to  face  and  endure 
the  burdens  and  rigors  of  early  pioneer  life.  They  and  their  children 
hewed  out  their  homes  from  the  timbered  wilderness.  They  were  self-reliant, 
thrifty,  and  very  religious. 

Moritz  Zug  died  in  I808  (exact  date  unknown)  at  his  home  near  Exton,  West 
Whiteland  Township,  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania.  Tradition  says  that  he 
was  named  for  Maurice  of  Nassau  as  a  token  of  gratitude  for  the  kindness 
manifested  by  this  prince  of  Nassau  to  the  Zug  ancestors  and  other  Mennon- 
ites  when  they  were  persecuted  in  Switzerland  for  their  religious  beliefs.

Barbara  and  Gertrude  Kenagy  vere  sisters  all  of  the  62  grand children 
would  have  been  double -cousins . )

As  previously  shown,  Jonathan  Zook  was  the  fifth  son  of  David  Zook, 
I7SO-I863  and  Anna  Lantz,  1778-1880.  Born  in  Miffin  County,  Pa.,  in 
1809,  Jonathan  married  Nancy  King,  born  in  l8l4,  there.  Moving  westward 
they  first  settled  in  Fairfield  Co.,  Ohio,  where  he  was  a  Farmer  and 
Mennonite  minister,  and  where  most  of  their  children  were  born.  Later 
moving  to  Holmes  Co.  they  established  a  farm  home  and  he  became  Minister 
and  Bishop  of  the  Martens creek  Mennonite  Church  north  of  Berlin,  Ohio. 
Names  and  birthdates  of  twelve  of  their  fourteen  children  were  recorded 
by  him  in  the  German  Family  Bible,  which  has  been  banded  down  to  his 
grandson,  Warren  S.  Zook,  of  Cozad,  Nebr.  The  twins  Nos.  9-10  below 
are  mentioned  only  in  a  Jonathan  Zook  Journal  now  owned  by  his  great 
grandson,  Palmer  Zook,  of  Sugar creek,  Ohio.  This  and  similar  journals 
owned  by  Warren  Zook  contain  verse  and  prose  composed  or  transcribed  by 
Jonathan  Zook.  These  journals  also  contain  the  transcribed  letters  of 
Christian  Zook,  written  to  his  family  from  army  camps  of  the  Civil  War, 
from  which  he  did  not  return.  The  penmanship  of  these  journals  is  a 
beautiful  script.  Jonathan  and  Nancy  Zook  are  buried  in  the  cemetery  ad¬ 
joining  the  Martens creek  Mennonite  Church.

He  was  the  12th  child  of  Jonathan  Zook  1809-1895  and  Nancy  King  1817-1893. 

His  early  years  were  spent  on  his  father's  farm  in  Holmes  Co.,  Ohio! 

Coming  to  Nebraska  in  lfiS4  he  secured  land  in  the  Platte  Valley  in  Dawson 
Co.  south  of  the  town  of  Cozad.  Tills  farm  of  60  acres  of  tillable  land 
and  ICO  acres  of  hill  pasture  and  80  acres  in  an  adjoining  section  is  still 
operated  and  owned  by  his  descendants.  After  two  years  of  bachelorhood, 
breaking  sod  and  building  the  first  modest  improvements,  he  went  to  Mitchell 
Kansas,  and  returned  wiuh  his  bride.  He  was  one  of  the  original  promoters 
and  builders  of  the  Orchard-Alfalfa  Irrigation  Canal,  that  brought  water 
to  the  oO  acre  tract  in  1895*  He  served  for  many  years  as  a  Director  of 
this  Irrigation  District  and  was  a  chief  mover  in  renewing  the  canal  after 
it  had  been  abandoned  during  several  years  of  plentiful  rainfall,  and  years 
of  deficient  moisture  again  demonstrated  the  need  of  a  supplemental  water 
supply.  Irrigation  was  brought  to  the  tillable  land  on  the  home  quarter 
by  construction  of  the  30-Mile  Canal  in  1927*  Joseph  served  on  the  local 
school  board  and  was  instrumental  in  securing  better  school  buildings  and 
facilities.  With  his  wife  he  was  active  in  community  affairs  and  in  the 
Methodist  Church  of  which  they  were  members.  Their  home  was  noted  for  its 
hospitality,  for  her  bountiful  table  and  his  unfailing  humor.  He  furnished 
the  land  for  the  establishment  of  Fairview  Cemetery  in  1885  and  for  many 
years  directed  its  management.  This  is  the  place  of  their  burial. 

They  were  worthy  members  of  the  Dawson  County  pioneers.  Their  kindness  and 
consideration  for  others  is  illustrated  by  the  following  acts,  (a)  In  1911 
they  rented  the  farm  and  returned  to  Ohio  to  care  for  his  sister  Nancy,  in 
her  home  in  West  Liberty,  through  her  final  sickness  and  death,  (b)  Also 
in  1911  they  took  into  their  home  a  motherless  two-year-old  girl  who  re¬ 
mained  with  them  until  her  marriage  in  1933-  (c)  After  retirement  from  the 

farm  they  went  to  Lake  Co.,  Calif,  and  there  cared  for  his  brother  Simeon 
through  a  lingering  illness  until  his  death  in  1930*  When  they  were  in 
need  of  care  on  account  of  advancing  years  they  were  returned  to  Nebraska 
and  spent  their  remaining  years  with  their  son  Warren  and  his  wife  on  the 
home  farm.
